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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

3. The drawing of figure 1 is objected to because blocks in the drawing should be 
labeled with legends (beside reference numerals). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Objections 

4. Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 175(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

In claim 2, the step of determining the orientation and the slope of the final 
approach path have been determined in claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim tha subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-21 are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform to current 
U.S. practice. They are replete with grammatical error and idiomatic errors. Below are 
some of the errors; however the list is not inclusive and the applicant is required to 
review the claims and remove all 112 2 nd issues. 

In claim 1 , it is not clear how the orientation is determined in the step c). 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the pilot" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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In claim 3, the characteristic point MAP is a known parameter according to the 
specification (page 9, lines 7-17); there is no need to determine. 

In claims 6, 7 and 12, the paragraph "the said reference path (T) is determined" 
is redundant and may be removed since the "a reference path (T)" is already referred to 
in the previous paragraph. 

In claims 6, 7, 8 and 12, the words "which is such that" in the paragraph "there is 
determined, as an anchoring point (P), the point which is such that" are confusing; may 
be the word "where" is proper. 

In claim 6, the words "on the one hand" and "on the other hand" are confusing 
and need to be removed. 

Following is the rejection based on the best understanding of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gibbs 
[US. 6,856,864]. 

In claim 1, Gibbs discloses a method for determining a final approach path for a 
non-precision approach landing of an aircraft on a runway, comprising: 
a) select an approach mode by a pilot; 
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b) select a new approach path (characteristic segment) (including new direction 
of landing and/or new runway); 

d) determine a new intercept point (anchoring point) along a new approach path; 

e) determine an appropriate turn direction and intercept angle for the aircraft to 
achieve the new intercept point (fig. 6, col. 7, line 12 - col. 8, line 54). 

Although Gibbs does not disclose in detail the determine of orientation with 
respect to a runway center line of a projection on the ground of the new approach path, 
the orientation alpha in a horizontal plane and the slope beta of the final approach path; 
it would have been obvious an aircraft landing approach path on runway must include 
the coordinates in three dimension with orientation with respect to the center lane of the 
runway, in horizontal plane and in vertical plane. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
